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Claims 1-15 and 26 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of 
record, and therefore are allowable. This invention relates to method for the production 
of monomers useful in the manufacture of semiconductive polymers. The closest 
reference is Spreitzer et al. US 6,653,438, which discloses conjugated polymers 
contaiing special fluorence structural elements with improved properties. The 
difference between Spreitzer et al. and instant claims is that the instant processes are 
not found in Spreitzer et al. A suggestion for modification of above reference to obtain 
the instant claimed processes has not been found. Claims 1-15 and 26 are allowed.
